FBA Board To Be Elected 


On Monday, June 25, the Foggy Bottom Association meeting, 
to be held at the Kennedy Center, will hear from Brad Faughn, 
- Project Executive for the Center. The meeting, scheduled for 7:30 
p.m. in the North Atrium Lobby, will also be the scene for the 
annual election of FBA officers and Executive Board members. 

Faughn is. the executive overseeing the renovations, addi- 
tions and other changes taking place or planned at the Center. 
He has been with the Center for about two years, following po- 
sitions at two performing arts centers in Jacksonville, Florida, 
which housed venues for 700, 1800 and 3000 persons. He also 
has been involved with an African American museum, but 
started his career in the arts by building sets. He is a graduate of 
the University of Wisconsin program in arts administration. 

While currently concerned with the changes in the complex 
itself, Faughn will discuss in general terms the plans for an ex- 
tended plaza over the freeway. The proposal would add build- 
ings for the Center as well as easier access to the Center from 
the monumental area of the city. 

Michael Kaiser, president of the Kennedy Center, was 
scheduled to speak but had to cancel due to a trip to Russia.

We have a serious ques- 


tion. Does our Watergate 
Safeway have a higher scale of 
prices on many staples than 
other location stores? 

Recently I was surprised 
to see an increase on milk 
from $1.26 per quart up to 
$1.49, almost 20%. This week 
at 7-11 it was $1.19 and at 
CVS .99. In checking further 
I found milk. in the 
Georgetown Safeway at $1.39 
a quart, same at Safeway in 
Virginia. With such a differ- 
ence, were other staples 
higher at Watergate? 

Further sampling at both 
Safeways for a dozen or more 
staples, such as Kellogg’s ce- 
reals, Land-o-Lakes butter 
and margarine, Wheatena, 
Campbell’s tomato juice, 
Folger’s coffee, Lipton tea, 
Raisin bran, Oscar Mayer 
bacon—all showed prices

Kay Ammon 


Kathryn Louise (Kay) 
Ammon, who lived for many 
years at 920 25th Street, died 
May 3 “after a long and inter- 
esting life,” in the words of 
her nephew, Bill Timmins of 
Salt Lake City. A native of 
Harrisburg, Pennsylvania, and 
a graduate of Dickinson 
College, Kay was in the first 
class of women to graduate as 
WAVES from Smith College 
in 1942, and attained the rank 
of Lt. Commander. She later 
worked for several Federal 
agencies as a personnel ad- 
ministrator. She moved from 
Foggy Bottom to _ the 
Georgetown Residences in 
1993, and at the time of her 
death from congestive heart 
failure. she was. at the 
Washington Home. Her serv- 
ices were held at Arlington 
National Cemetery.

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CIC Has Successful 
First Year

The Community Improve- 
ment Committee is celebrat- 
ing a successful year, with 
various accomplishments that 
affected the FB/WE commu- 
nity. Among them: 

1. Many requests for trash 
removal/bulk pickup were made 
of the Department of Public 
Works (DPW); all met with fa- 
vorable response. Coordinated 
efforts among the CIC, the stu- 
dent residents and GWU re- 
sulted in marked improvement 
in the area of 22nd & F Streets, 
as well as reduction of the 
small nightclub advertising 
cards littering our streets. 

2. Following a request by a 
local resident, CIC. submitted a 
list of 73- locations to DPW 
where street light base plates 
need to be replaced or repaired; 
by May 8 they were all fixed. 

3. CIC has worked with the 
National Park Service regarding 
the small triangular park at 
24th, G and Virginia Avenue. 
The Park Service agreed to in- 
stall a trashcan, plant one tree, 
and keep the grass mowed. The 
D.C. police have been helpful 
in keeping construction equip- 
ment off this Federal property. 

4. After being contacted 
by the CIC, the owner of 2501 
Pennsylvania Avenue ordered 
a contractor to make needed 
improvements at this. site. 


_ They also committed to make 


periodic inspections to ad- 
dress any new problems. — 

5. DPW was asked to and 
did replace faded parking signs 
in the 1100 block of 26th Street 
to enable parking enforcement 
personnel to ticket commuters 
parking illegally in that block. 

6. It was reported to DPW

that the road bed of the exit 
from Rock Creek Parkway to 
Pennsylvania Ave. needed re- 
paving, and has been put on 
DPW’’s list. 

7. A dangerous hole in 
front of 2525 Pennsylvania 
Ave. was reported to the Water 
& Sewer Authority. WASA de- 
termined it was a water meter 
cover; CIC is trying to deter- 
mine if it was a residential or 
commercial water meter which 
will dictate who will replace it. 

8. A number of major im- 
provements have been made to 
the Francis Field Park on 25th 
Street, thanks to three years of 
efforts by residents of the 
Westgate Condominium assisted 
during the last year by the 
CIC. A longer report on their 
accomplishments will appear 
in a later issue of the News.

Sol Shalit, a newcomer to the area, also took part in the 
GWU campus plan hearings, presenting papers and testimony 
questioning the university's figures on its financial benefit to the 
city.. He was born in Tel Aviv, Israel, received his MBA and 
Ph.D. in economics from the University of Chicago, and retired 
from an economics professorship at the University of 
Wisconsin. He and his wife Liz live in the Watergate.

using a Planned Unit 
Development, a special zoning 
category, granted to a former 
owner of the property. 

The Foggy Bottom/West 
End ANC and the West End 
Citizens Association contested 
the ruling, and they expect 
a stop-work order to be 
issued following the BZA 
action. The residents argue 
that the PUD called for 
longterm residential housing, 
not dorms. The property is 
at 1957 E Street, and GWU 
intends to use it for the 
Elliott International School 
along with the, student 
housing. 

ANC Chair. Elizabeth 
Elliott applauded the ruling, 
and expressed appreciation to 
West End Citizens Associa- 
tion members for their dedi- 
~ cated work on this issue. 

In another action, lawyers 
for George Washington 
University filed a motion in 
their federal lawsuit against 
‘the District, asking that the 
federal court block enforce- 
ment of the critical provisions 
of the March 29 Board of 
Zoning Adjustment Order on 
the campus plan. GWU asked 
that they be able to enroll 
more students than the BZA 


allowed, and that they be per- 
mitted to proceed with plans 
for buildings on campus with- 
out complying with the BZA’s 
student housing requirement. 
GWU sought expedited con- 
sideration of its motion, alleg- 
ing that more students are 
likely to accept admission 
than the BZA order contem- 
plates. FBA President Michael 
Thomas noted that most of 
the admission letters were 
sent out six weeks after the 
BZA announced its decision, 
so that GWU’s “injury” is 
self-inflicted. 

At a hearing on the GWU 
motion on Tuesday, June 12, 
Judge Oberdorfer heard argu- 
ment but did not make a rul- 
ing. He did, however, ask that 
lawyers for GWU draft a pro- 
posed order, to which the 
District’s lawyers could re- 
spond. It was granted on the 
terms the judge described; the 
order suspends the temporary 
enrollment cap for the 2001- 
2002 school year; allows the 
university to begin the ap- 
proval process on proposed 
on-campus projects; and pro- 
vides for expedited considera- 
tion of the remainder of the 
issues in the D.C. Court of 
Appeals instead of in the fed- 
eral court. It is a major set- 
back for the community.

Snows Court 
Skateboard Device 
Removed 


A large device used in 
skateboarding has been re- 
moved from Snows Court by 
the Department of Public 
Works at the instigation of 
ANC Commissioner Maria 
Tyler. and. others, with the 
“help and encouragement” of 
Clark Ray, Ward 2 Neighbor- 
hood Services Coordinator. 

The scoop-shaped struc- 
ture, termed a “lunar land- 
ing,” was approximately 15 
feet long by about 6 feet wide, 
and had been set up in the 
public thoroughfare in front of 
a home occupied by students. 
Fines of $75, $150, $300 and 


then one or two of $1000 were _ 


assessed. (If they are unpaid, 
they will remain a lien against 
the property.) The Metropoli- 
tan Police supplied an officer 
to be on hand when DPW 
brought in a large piece of 
equipment, broke up- the 
structure, and hauled it away.

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New Fire Engine 
at Station 23 


The D.C. Fire Station 23, 
located in the 2100 block of G 
Street, now houses a new fire 
engine which bears the Foggy 
Bottom name. It arrived and 
went into service early this 
year, replacing an older and 
smaller one in use for many 
years. This new unit, just prior 
to its arrival on G Street, was 
stationed at the White House 
during the Presidential inau- 
guration festivities. 

Captain Al Dutton heads 
the staff at the G Street sta- 
tion, and served there earlier 
in his career as well. He is 
proud of its heritage, being 
built in 1910, the last station 
with a cobblestone floor and 
rails for steel-wheeled engines 
pulled by horses. 

This station currently 
houses. an ambulance unit 
from 1:00 p.m. to 1:00 a.m., 
and Dutton assures that “‘it is 
a very good ambulance crew,” 
It replaces a paramedic unit 
formerly stationed here. 

A major event for Station 
23 was the fire at Bonwit 
Plaza earlier this year. His 
crew was at the scene. three 
minutes after the alarm, and 
was joined by four fire en- 
gines and two hook-and-lad- 
der units, as well as an ambu- 
lance, a rescue unit and a 
battalion chief. Just recently a

building on 25th Street 
brought six pieces of fire 
equipment as well as rescue 
units. Dutton smilingly told 
us, “We always travel in 
packs.” Engine 23 responds to 
many alarms (they say too 
many are false alarms set off

month!), and.a lot of kitchen 


fires.

Solicits FB 
Priorities 


At a meeting on June 7 at 
the Francis Junior High School, 
the Ward 2 coordinator for the 
Office of Planning solicited 
neighborhood priorities for in- 
clusion in the city’s budget for 
2003. Twenty-two individuals, 
from all parts of Fogg 
Bottom/West End attended, 
and selected as first priority the 
containment of = George 
Washington University and 
other large institutions such as 
the Red Cross, International 
Monetary Fund, and World 
Bank. They expressed concerns 
for the survival of the neighbor- 
hood and its future if so many 
students continue to occupy 
residential housing outside the 
campus, thereby preventing 
longterm, tax-paying residents 
from making their homes in 
the neighborhood.

The second pridsity con- 
cerned traffic and parkihg, with 
calls for more DPW and po- 
lice enforcement, better fraffic 
and parking surveys,,and en- 
forcement of developers’ park- 
ing and traffic’ management 
plans. (It was cited that these 
plans are sometimes ignored 
once a building is completed.) 

Especially helpful at the 
meeting was former ANC 
Commissioner Sara Maddux 
who ably translated the partic- 
ipants’ requests into specific 
action items for budget con- 
sideration. These included 
better staffing, staff support, 
and training for agencies such 
as the Department of 
Consumer and Regulatory 
Affairs and the Office of the 
Corporation Counsel. Also 
mentioned was better enforce- 
ment and interpretation of 
rent control regulations, espe- 
cially critical for apartments 
like Columbia Plaza. 

Two major themes for the 
FB/WE neighborhood, which 
came out of the last planning 
meetings in 1999, have a fa- 
miliar ring: 

“Quality of Life: Citizens 
want better traffic manage- 
ment to reduce congestion and 
noise, expand availability of 
parking for residents and give 
greater priority to pedestrians.
